ALEXANDER  III  THE  GREAT  Lifetime  Tetradrachms  and  Drachms 
Alexander  the  Invincible,  later  renamed  by  the  Romans,  Alexander  III  the 
Great,  became  king  of  Macedonia  in  336  BC  and  was  king  of  most  of  the  known 
world  when  he  died  in  323  BC.  The  silver  coins  of  Alexander  III  the  Great  bear  a 
seated  image  of  Zeus  holding  an  eagle  on  the  reverse  and  on  the  obverse  a 
portrait  of  the  god  Hercules.  The  Hercules  depicted  on  the  Alexander  drachma 
and  tetradrachma  is  not  a bearded  Hercules  as  is  often  seen,  but  a beardless 
youthful  Hercules,  a man  in  his  late  twenties.  The  fact  is  that  the  portraits  of 
Hercules  often  bear  a close  resemblance  to  the  little  ivory  carving  of  Alexander 
found  recently  in  the  tomb  of  his  father  Philip  II.  Alexander  III  the  Great's 
coinage  was  so  popular  that  it  was  issued  following  the  types  he  initiated  for 
some  200  years  after  his  death.  These  drachmas  in  this  offering  were  issued 
during  Alexanders  actual  lifetime  from  328-323  BC  and  were  in  fact  struck  to 
pay  veterans  returning  to  Macedonia  after  their  years  of  conquest.  One  of  these 
drachmas  represents  a day's  pay  for  one  of  Alexanders  soldiers,  according  to 
Martin  Price.  The  most  remarkable  thing  about  these  particular  coins  struck 
during  Alexander's  lifetime  is  that  they  were  issued  from  silver  captured  during 
Alexanders  conquest  and  most  likely  from  the  treasury  at  Persepolis  of  the  great 
Persian  king  Darius  who  was  defeated  by  Alexander. 

To  sum  up,  when  you  hold  one  of  these  Alexander  drachmas  in  your  hand, 
you  are  holding  what  is  most  likely  a silver  portrait  of  Alexander  the  Great  made 
of  silver  captured  in  his  world  conquest  and  issued  by  him  to  pay  the  very 
soldiers  that  conquered  the  known  world  2300  years  ago.

The  Hunt  specimen  of  the  Galba  Sestertius  from  "Wealth  of  the  Ancient 
World"  sold  June  19,  1990,  and  the  McLendon  specimen  purchased  by  us  at 
the  Christie's  sale  this  Spring  during  the  NYINC  were  sold  to  Hunt  and 
McLendon  by  the  same  company  at  the  same  time  about  12  years  ago  Both 
men  were  from  Texas,  and  the  parallel  continues:  both  of  the  coins  must  have 
come  from  the  same  find  because  Galbas  of  this  quality  are  quite  rare,  and  not 
only  is  the  quality  the  same  but  so  is  the  patination.  To  continue  - both  coins 
are  of  the  same  artistic  style  and,  in  fact,  from  dies  cut  by  the  same  hand  as 
they  are  so  similar  they  could  be  die-mates  but  are  not. 

Over  the  past  decades  I have  seen  and  admired  these  dies  many  times  in 
their  usual  condition:  Fine.  The  head  is  bold  and  strong  with  most  of  the  hair 
missing  and  the  wreath  obliterated  in  the  middle  of  the  head;  still  not  a bad  die 
at  all  but  in  EF+  - - what  a die  - what  a coin! 

Now  the  parallel  ends.  The  Hunt  coin,  not  quite  as  nice  as  ours,  after  I 
carefully  removed  some  compacted  dirt  from  the  eye  and  profile,  sold  for 
$71 ,500  with  commissions.  The  McLendon  specimen,  now  in  our  sale,  can  be 
purchased  for  $22,500.

The  left  holds  an  elaborate 
chest  with  a male  and  female  depicted  on  two  sides.  The  chest  is  in  reserve 
and  is  outlined  in  applied  white.  Between  the  two  figures  is  a tympanum  done 
in  applied  white. 

Below  the  main  scene  in  reserve  is  a wave  pattern.  At  the  top  between  two 
reserve  bands  is  ten  nine  pointed  rosettes  in  reserve  with  applied  yellow  at 
centers  and  points.  At  neck,  above  rosettes  is  a tongue  pattern  in  applied 
white. 

The  back  is  decorated  in  reserved  palmettes  and  floral  scrolls  intertwining 
each  other.
